t h e  S t a t e  on July 11, 1996. 

I t  noted t h a t  t he  S t a t e  had  s o u g h t  a cont inuance 
i n  t h e  t r a n s m i t t a l  let ter which accompanied i t s  
R e s t a t e m e n t  of Motion t o  D i s m i s s  f i l ed  on July 11, 
1996 and t h a t  it h a d  n o t  been  granted. 

I t  opened t h e  h e a r i n g  i n  t h i s  matter a t  t h e  a p p o i n t e d  
t i m e  o f  9:30 a . m .  and waited one (1) hour  for e i t h e r  
o r  b o t h  of t h e  parties to appear. 

After t h e  pa r t i e s  failed t o  appear fo r  m o r e  t h a n  
one (1) hour  on August 2 7 ,  1996,  t h e  PELRB directed 
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that the pending complaint be DISMISSED without 
prejudice.
